RUSSIA'S EAGER SEARCH AFTER 
‘TRUTH. 


DAYLIGHT RAIDS OVER ENGLAND 


Lonpon, June 1th. 
PACIFLCLSTS FOR PETROGRAD. 

There has been a mild kind of storm in 
Presg and. Parliament over the visit of 
British Socislists to Russia. The plain, 
straightforward Briton has ao well- 
grounded distrust of the Ramsay Mac: 
Donald type of Englishman; and it 
seemed perfeotly incredible that the 
‘Foreign Office intended to issue a passport 
‘to him in particular. But on that point 
there wag no room for doubt. Hence the 
vigorous proteats. It is well that the 
matter was Jleared up promptly, for a 
.good many wild rumours wero afloat as 
“to the attitude of the Government towards 
pacifist wire-pullors in general, 

A question in'tha House of Commons 
elicited the explanation that HRamsay 
‘MocDonald and two other members of 
the so-calied Independent Labour Party 
wore granted passports for Petrograd on 
dcondition that they did not attend the 

* Stockholm Peneo Conference or com- 
tunicate with any onemy subjects. Many 
nections of British and other foreign 
opinion have. representatives in the 
. Russian capital: at the moment; and it 
appears that the Petrograd Government 
are particularly anxious to hear the views 
of political minorities in the country. 
Moreover, they specially asked. for mem- 
bers of the LL.P. to visit Petrograd. In 
faco of this, without otherwise running 
tho risk of creating a wrong impression 
abroad, the. Government here could not 
refuse to allow even representatives of 
cranks, faddists, doctrinaires and all the 
other political curiosities (largely com- 
posed of middle-class people) who style 
themse}ves the Independent Labour Party 
to proceed to Russia. 

NO LACK OF COUNSELLERS 

The Committee of Soldiers’ and Work- 
mon’s Delegates, who seem to rule things 
in Russia in these days, apparently, believe 
that in a multitude of counsellers there 
is wisdom. Being anxious for guidanco, 
it is natural they should turn to the great 
Democratic lands in the West, to learn 
bow best they may use their newly-found 
freedom. But: I am afraid, when. they 
have heard all sides and o1] parties by 
means of delegates, the rulers of Russia 
will bo confounded. Even our one and 
only Mrs. Pankhurst wants to get to 
Petrograd. Tho position is aptly summed 
up in the following lines :— ‘ 
By countless friends of Liberty 

I wee the Russian sore distrest, 

Tilt his condition, being free, 

Seomsa worso than when he was apprest; 
Though Taardom may bo in its grave,

ENTENTOPHIL MEETING IN. 
MADRID. 


DEMAND FOR INTERVENTION, 

A muss mecting in thy Bull Ring at 
Madrid,.on May 27th, which bad ‘been: 
convened to protest against the outrages 
committed by German submarines on 
peacelul Spanish — vessel, attracted’ « 
Gathering of 20,000 people. People at- 
tended from all parts of the country, 
and over ninely workmen's associations 
were .tepresented. Round the meeting 
place were inscriptions bearing the names 
of the Spanish ships which have been 
sunk by the pirates, It was, in fact, an 
imposing demonstration,“and on all aides 
it is held to bo a most significant indica- 


tion of the opinion of the masses of the. 


Spanish nation. 


Senor Gallos, Seflor Azearte, and other 
Republican leaders presided over the 
procéedings, and among the speakers were 
Sofior Albornoz, Seftor Simarro, Sefior 
Lerroux, and Seivr Melquiades. All 
the speakers were much applauded. The 
resolutions passed were as follow :— 

1. Spain cannot remain indifferent to 
and isolated from the European conflict. 

2, Spain must decide. upon her inter: 
national policy toward Great Britain and 
the other Allies, 


3. Owing to the outrages committed by 
Gormany upon Spain’s neutrality Spain 
‘must break diplomatic relations with 
that nation and. accept all the  conse- 
quences which may arise from the attitude 
which Spain finds herself obliged to adopt 
in defence of her dignity 


Sefior Albornoz said that the meeting 
had for its object to affirm the soldarity 
of Spain with the nations which were 
struggling for liberty, with martyred 
Belgium, with Great Britain, and with 
all the nations of the Spanish race. 

Seflor Ovejero, the Socialist teader, said 
that the moment had come for Spain 
to incorporate herself with Europe. 
(Cheers. ) 

Seftor Castrovide, Republican deputy, 
said that Spanish democracy wanted 
peace, but on condition that Kuiserism 
was vanquished. ‘This is not,” he 
declared, ‘'a war of nations, but a 
European civil war between militarism 
and civilisation.” 


NEUTRALITY “MISPLACED. 

Sefior Pallares, speaking for Federal 
Republicans, said that war was # crime 
for him who provoked it but a right. for 
him who found himself obliged to defend 
himself’ with arms, When such grave 
problems were placed before the world 


Mon heHigerent nations had no right to 


maintain a moral neutrality, Sefior 
Unamono declared: “We must defend 
ourselves in order ty avoid ather nations 


[being obliged to come ‘and defend us for 


their defence. If neutrality a vutrance 
persists, any of us Spaniards who are 
not Republicans wil} have to placo our- 
gelves under, the flag of a Republic.” He 
concluded hy calling for cheers for a. free 
and worthy Spain, ; 

Scfior Melquiades’ said that Spain must 
define her attitude towards the war. 
That meeting was ovidence of the national 
dignity which came to defend Spanish 
honour against reactionary machinations.- 
He asked for a neutrality sympathetic 
with the Allies. ‘We do not wish to 
preach war,” he said; “we do not want 
war, but as patriots we cannot tolerate 
attacks on the dignity of Spain.” 

A party of neutralists created an inter- 
Tuption in the amphitheatre. and the 
great uproar that ensued prevented Sefior 

elquiades for a time from continuing 
his specch. When tranquillity was re- 
stored Seftor Melquiades added that 
France and Ituly knew that Spain’s 
enthusiasm was with the Allies, and that 
if obstacles existed they would disappear. 
Sefior Lerroux said: 

We are confrunted by a problem of 
Left against Right, as has been shown 
by the Russian revolution and the inter- 
vention of the United States, which have 
given the world the highest example of 
idealism uf modern times. Our Govern- 
ment has declared neutrality without 
consulting the people. It must tell. the 
people who is responsible for our neu- 
trality. The sovereignty of the people, 
the democracy of Spain, must-in future 
shape the policy of the country, (Loud 
cheers.) : 

After the assembjage had left the build- 
ing where the meeting was held in per- 
fectly orderly manner, neutralists again 
attempted to create disturbances, but the 
police easily dispersed the demonstrators. 

DEMONSTRATION AT TENERIFE.

Iv seoms .a strange thing that men who 
aro fighting in the greatest and bloodiest 
war in the world’s history should meet on 
‘the edge of battlofields with remarks about 
tho, fine weather and blue sky above, them, 
That sounds very Hopi, anda kind of 
pose; but it is true of the Scots also, and 
of.the Irish and Welsh, Australiahs and 
Canadians, The truth is that the:beauty 
of these’ May days is so intense and won- 
derful, after the cold grey winter and the 
sudden rush of “pie , that men are 
.startled by it and find it outrageously 
cruel that death and blood and pain 
should be thrust into such «a setting. 
Once in history two Kinga met in a field 
of France between silken tenty and on 
strips of tapestry laid upon the grass, 80 
that. this scene of glitter and shimer was 
ediled from every age of schoolboys the 
‘Field of the Cloth of Gold. Out here in 
France now there is a field of - honour 
stretching for more chan a hundred miles 
held by British soldiers, and that is’ a 
true ficld of the cloth of gold, for every- 
where: behind tho ae belt of eratored 
land, so barren and blasted that no seed 
of fife is left in the soil, there are miles 
of ground where gold grows wonderfully 
brilliant in the warm sunshine. of these 
days. It ig the gold of densely growing 
dandelions and of buttercups in great 
battalions. They cover the wreckage of 
old trenches, and bloom in patehes . of 
ground between the powdered fragments 
of brick and stone work which are still 
called by the names of old villages swept 
off the face of the earth by great bombard- 
ments.

THE DIFFICULTY OF SPEAKING OF 


THE ARMY AS A WHOLE. 


For some weeks past wo have all been 
asking ourselves, “ What is the Russian 
Army going to do?” and it has been 
impossible to find a satisfactory answer: 
The Russian soldier was always to a great 
extent an incalculable creature; and in 
his new ‘conditions he is more so than 
ever. How difficult it is to speak. poxi- 
tively of the,army as.a ‘whole, (says The 
“Daily Telegraph's Petrograd: correspond- 
ent}, is clear trom the report which was 
made to the Imperial Duma early last 
month by three of its members—Measrs. 
Gronski, Demidoff, and Duroff—and from 
tho remarkable incidents to which they 
bore witness, They hed just returned: 
from a tour of imspection among the 
troops of the 8th Army Corps, hed 
visited ovory regiment in it, and bad 
had opportunities. of associating both 
with officers and soldiers. 

Their geners}! Conclusion was that 
the state of the corps, though “ diversi- 
fied,” was on the whole satisfactory. 
There had unfortunately been instances 
of detachments refusing to go into the 
firing-line, but ali in tho end had yielded 
to suagion, and in the trenches had then 
borne themaclves exemplarily. On the 
other hand, there had been cases like the 
following. When one of these -recal- 
citrant detachments ‘reached the trenches 
the troops whom it waa to replace ob- 
stinately refused to leave their posts, 
saying. ‘ We are tired, it is true; but 
we are not goit out of the trenches till 
they send men whom we can trust to 
defend their country. Those who refuse, 
even though only temporarily, to go into 
the trenches, we cannot trust. We beg 
that another detachment may be sont, 
and, meanwhile, however hard it may be, 
we will stop here as long as ig neces- 
sory.” 

At one of the mectings which the 
Deputies attended a soldier urged that 
the term of furlough should be extended 
and a larger proportion of men given 
loave ot the same time. This called forth 
immediate protests from a large number 
of thoso present, who turned to the De- 
puties with the entreaty:. ‘ Please do 
not report that to the Provisional 
Government. Da not put.us to shame.’* 

The deputies include in their report
